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A SATISFACTORY APi'OlNT.UKNT. 

The occupancy by Mr. Thendoro Davio 
of a seat in thu Executive Cuuiicil of the 
Province was the Dccasiun of much lmii- 
gratulatory talk on the .streets ye.sterduN-. 
It was felt that thu rii,'ht man wa.s in the 
right place, and titat no l)etter .seleutinii 
could have been niaile, pending the I'ru- 
mier's regretted illness. The (iovern 
menfc, popular already-, lias added to its 
well deserved prciliijc by tho presence of 
the H^n. Theodore Davie in tho Council 
cf the Province. The administration will 
meet the house on the 27th inst. stroii'j; 
numerically and intellectually. 

THE CROFTERS IMMIGRATION. 

Although the Dominion u'overnnient is 
not directly interested in tlie scheme for 
tho transi)lantini,' of Scottish crofters l.i 
British C{)lumbia, the proi^'ress of the 
negotiations between tlie Imperial atitlioi- 
ities and Mr. Alexander V>^^•^'^, thorejires- 
entativo of our government, is being 
oloiely followed. By this week's incoming 
mail official despatches liave been re- 
ceived which contain fuller information in 
reference to Mr. Begcr's proposals tli.in 
has yet appeared in Canadian newspajic^rs. 
< As has been already announced, the Im- 
perial govornment will, under apeji.il 
conditions, grant an emigration loan ot a 
hundred and tifty thousand pounds ster- 
ling to tho Provincial governiuenl at '•'>!: 
per cent, interest. Before the promise 
was given tci Mr. Begg lie had to dispose 
of two objections raised by tho friends of 
the crofters and othera. One was tlie 
absence in this province of a Land Settle- 
ment Act, such as there is in Manitoba. 
Mr. Begg explained that this dilhculty 
had not been lost sight of by the Pio 
vincial government, and a bill was being 
prepared which it is expected will be 
passed early ne.xt session to meet t!ie 
objection and afibrd tlie Crofters every 
security in their holdings. The other ob- 
jection was that much of the virgin land 
of tho province is heavily timbered and 
that tho Crofters not being used to clear- 
ing would find tho Work beyond tlu ir 
powers. Mr. Begg did not deny tli.at 
Urge tracts of land in Britisli Coliirnbi.-i 
are covered by forests, but he pointed otit 
that a competent authority Itas eatinmt.<d 
that there are at least three hundred 
thousand acres of land in the province at 
present bearing good natural grass, and 
that this area niiglit be said to be ready 
for settlers. Even with lugard tu 
the timber lands, however, he contend- 
ed there was no cause for hesitation. Tlie 
lumber, bo pointed out, would becoiiu .a 
source of revenue, and in tin's conncclion 
ho instanced tho case of the Crofter colon- 
ists who left Scotland for Ontario ai thu 
time of the Sutherland clearances, and 
who had been among the most prosperous 
cultivators of land, which when they 
commenced on it was almost as heavily 
wooded as any part of British Columbia. 
Mr. Begg wua successful in his inter- 
views, and it is understood has 
communicated tho oiler of the Ini- 
porial Treasury to our < ioveinnient. 
Onu condition which the liiipeiiil 
( Jovernnient attaches to the loan ii, 
it is understood, that a full and precise 
estimate hIuiU bo made, showing exactly 
how the money is to bo expended, how 
much for outfit, passage money, main- 
tenance, etc. The estimato upon which 
the emigration scheme is based, is that an 
average of six hundred dollars will bo re- 
quired for each family, and that the iiii- 
migratiun of l,'S>0 families, or I'boiit (i,- 
000 people will thus bo provided foi-, 
though the tiisk of removing them wouM 
bo spread over one or two years. It is 
proposed to establish a si'ries of town 
ships which shall lie partly llshing, partly 
industrial, and partly agricultuial coin- 
niunities. On tho site of eve'y township 
a largo reception house will be ercuteil 
where the settlers will bo located until 
they are able to provide themaolves 
with homes. The Provincial Government 
will have an agent in each community, so 
that oveiy man will got credit for all liilioi 
done, but tho settlers will not thoniselves 
have tho handling of any cash balances t il] 
loan and intorost have been repaid. .Af'er 
each family has cleared oil' its dclit ils 
members will be free to do as they please. 
Provision will be made in every case for 
liaving tho ordin.incea of religion lidminis- 
terod 0/1 tlio Presbyterian syatom, and an- 
other feiitu.u of tho scheme will be that 
MO unmarried man will be taken out, ex- 
cept as a member ot a family. Mr. Bogg 
is meeting with conaidorablo succoas 



ajuong tho Crofters themselves, and not 
only are tho Lewis and Harris cotters 
likely to como if our o\\ n gDvernmont will 
guainntoo the interest on tho loan, but 
Mr. Begg baa oven been appioachnd by 
lialiernien on the east coast of Scotland 
who dosiro to have tho help of tho govuru- 
ment to nssUt them ia.emig^ . 

PRE-HISTORIC ARIZONA. 

From tho United Stutea territory of 
Arizona comes news of the discovery f)f 
the remains ' of a aplendid pro-historic 
civilization, the work of excavatmg hav- 
ing so far advanced as to expose the ruins 
of a city three milos long and two miles 
wide. Those rovolatioiis of Toltoc ruins 
have been made by tho Homenway ex- 
pedition, under the direction of Rlr. 
Frank Cuahing, who, during a hmg resi- 
dence among the /iiui Indians, acnuired 
a knowledge of traditions which enabled 
him to lind the long buried cities of the 
Salt river valley. Thoro are nineteen 
buried cities in this valley alone, and the 
one now excavated, called Los Muertoa, 
the city of tho dead, which nad a popula- 
tion of 10,000, is one of the smallest. Tho 
entire valley, says a corres|)ondent of the 
Boston llcnild, was once a syateui of 
cities with adjacent farms, and u[) in tho 
mountains are the sacriticial caves and 
pueblos of atone, many of which have 
never been explored, and are entirely un- 
known to the w.'uideriiig tourist and sight 
sem'. TlieToltecs wlio lived in these caves 
and houses preceded the A/.lecs, and their 
civilization antedates the era of the pyia 
niids. Mr. Gushing says thoy were prob 
ably of Asiatic origin, but not Mongoloid. 
He reckons the age of the Toltoc ruins in 
thousands of years. These ancient people 
were farmers and had the plain of Tempo 
in ;i high state of cultivation. Much 
has lieen done of late years in the way of 
irrigating this vast desert and turning 
int o orchards, vineyards and grain liehl 
the recent excaNatiiHis sliou- that the Tol- 
tecs were better irrigators tlian the farm- 
ers of to-day. .Satislied with a very slight 
liow, they were able to conduct water 
every [)art of tho jduin of Tempo. The 
inudern canal system cf the valley is only 
41 miles in extent and cost Sl,600.UUi). 
The Toltec ditches were of great size and 
extent, estimated at no less than 300 milos 
of canal alone. Some 450,000 acre.-i wore 
cultivated in the Salt river valley liy 
means of these ancient ditches. In the 
ruins of the city of Los iMuertos, twen- 
ty-two large blocks of buildings have 
been uncovered and throe carloaila of relics 
consisting of pottery, iinplaments and 
skeletons are now en roxUcto Boston. One 
of the ruined buildings is 400 by 375 feet, 
another is 480 feet long, and many of the 
j buildings are 300 feet square. Entrance 
i to the buildings wa.' Bomotimos througli 
doors and snmetiines through holes in the 
roof. Each building was divided into a 
great number of small rooius, indicating 
a l.'irge population to e;uili block. The 
roofs were of conci ett\ suppoi ted by tim- 
ber. It is evident, s.iy tiie explorers, t li.it 
these cities svere destroyed by earili- 
iplakes, and that they were suddenly 
overthrown i.s proved liy the linding of 
skeletoiia under tho fallen roofs and walls 
in positions indicating sudden death. The 
largo number of bodies found shows th.-it 
the calamity was widespread and com- 
])lete. The v/riter in tho Herald, who ia 
a member of tho exploring party, closes 
liis interesting letter as follows: — 

"In one of the s.icriticial cavea of the 
Superstition mountains was a skeleton 
that elotiueiitly tells the story of the 
e,-n-thi|uake ,uid tiie terror of the inhabi- 
tants. Ilistliat of a maiden sacriticod, 
as the vessels and oll'eriugs on tho altar 
show the ellinologist, to appease tho wrath 
tii the earth(|uako demon. There had 
been several shocks, and the peojile had 
oflbred up ordinary sacrifices in vain, .\t 
last the priest wont u|) to the s.icrilici.il 
cave and made the su])reiiie oll'eriiig of a 
maiden of tlie tribe. The people letiirned 
to their homos, assured that their danger 
li.ad been averted. Then camo the great- 
est (|uake of all. Those not caught in tho 
ruins tied in terror to tho field. Thu 
gods had abandoned them to the nialig- 
iiaiit wrath of the iiowers of evil, that : 
even to-day are believed liy the Indians ' 
to dwell in the ISnperatitioii inounlains. 
They lied in panic, the 'I'oltec people 
were scattered through tlie country, the 
wild tribes of the hills and forests made 
war upon them and drove them to the 
south, and a aplendid civilization of pre- 
historic times was obliterated fiom the 
face of the earth."

provided thai Die Council shall, in the 
montli of December in each year, appoint a 
Returning Ollicer, and ulnUl alio name the poll- 
ing places and othor^Y!Bo arrange for tlie lioUi 
ing of the coming election; and It is further 
provided that tlie polling. If any, at such elec- 
tion shall be had and taken at such place or 
places as tho <>uncil sh.-J! by By-Law appoinl;

The jury then proceeded to Mr. Stor- 
ey's undertaking rooms, wdiere tho body 
of the deceased was viewed, after which 
tlioy returned lo Dr. .lackson's otlico, 
where the following evidiuice was taken: 

.1. Douglas Helinckeii, M. D., sworn, 
saitl: The deceased was brought to St. 
Joseph's hospital on Saturday afternoon, 
the 7tli instant, about 4 o'clock, suHbriiig 
from a gunshot injury to the abdomen 
and chest; the ahdoiiien was injured from 
ab„ut four inches above poiiparts liga- 
ment, the wound extending to the edge 
of the true ribs, tho shot penetrating, 
breaking tho eighth •iiid ninth ribs, .the 
charge coming out just below the third 
rib and breaking in its passage the 7th, 
litli, 5th, and -Itli ribs to 'pieces. They 
lacerated the left lung and broke open the 
pleura, injuring the jierieordium and tho 
heart. The deceased was unconscious 
and died in twenty minutes after udiiiis- 
"ion to tho hoapital. 

,John Meldrum, sworn, deposed : On 
Saturday aftornoon last, botweet S and 4 
o'clock, was standing on Fililayson's 
bridge; the deceased was standing near 
llie; he must have been standing beside 
llie half an hour oil' and on; took notice 
that he had a gun in his hand all the time 
he was there; I picked it up after it fell 
from his hands and gave it to ugentlomaii 
who was ill a buggy; iloii't know his name; 
the gun produced is the one re- 
ferred to ; deceased was standing 
with the gun in front of him ; 
the gun went oil' ; when I looked 
round, lu- was standing with his hands to 
his abdomen exclaiming, " oh ! oh I ; " 
tlioro was a hack standing close by and I 
nut him in with assistance. I told the 
hackman to take him to the first doctor 
ho could find; never saw the deceased 
from that time until this morning; he 
was staiidiiiL; on the east side of the 
biiilLle; I iiicked tin; gun up, both the 
liainmcrs were down, to the best of my 
b, hef. 

.Mr, Win. Luney, contrcctor, gave evi- 
dence corroborative of that given by Mr. 
Meldrum. 

After doliboration tho foreman of tho 

jiii-j- returned a vordict to the eU'ect that 
lilt- said .losepli llarrod came to his death 
fi,mi a wound caused by the accidental 
discharge of a shot gun in his own hands.
